He predicted that it would nppear again In
sich a place In the heavens In 1768, nnd called
upon those who came after him to verify His
hypothesis, Fow had any confidenca In his
predictions, but they began to look ot the
sky In 1768, and on Christmas Day Halley's
prodictions wore confirmed by the swinging
Into the range of earthly viglon of the bril-
lant visftor from the stellar spaces, Twiee
since have Halley's eomputations been wverl-
fied, the last time In 1010,

The old-fashioned superstition about the
heavenly hodles has almost disuppearad in
Christinn  countries, even though In India
unoduented people stiil belleve that the dark-
ening of the npun In an eeclipse Is really
cauged by a dragon who swallows It tem-
porarily. 1t (s no longer Implous to be-
lleve that the earth revolves about the sun,
The beautiful Ptolemaje theoryv, that the
carth was the centre of the universe and
that the sun and sturs were sugpended in o
ferles of concentric crystalline spheres, hos
heen abandoned and the Copernican theory
of bodies revolving In orbits about the =un
ls now the basls of astronomlcal science,
Newton's discovery of the law of gravitia-
tion when applied to the heavenly bodies do-
stroyed the lnst remnants of religious super-
atitlon among educated people on that sub-
Jeet, It proved that the planets were sub-
Jeet to the same laws as govern the enrth,
and It broadened the bounds of the physical
universe beyond the grasp of the finite
imagination,

There Is a new attitude of mind in the
waorld of which our complacent regard of
the eclipse I8 merely 4 single manifestation.
We are not afraid to examine any physical
phenomenon, We are Hungry for facts and
we hesitate to form theorles until we have
adequite datn in advemice. Our ancestors
frameéd their theorlos and twisted the facts
of life to fit them, sometimes with poor
suecess. Pasteur did not regard the pest
that was killing the vinoyards of France ns
n mysterious visitation from God to be en-
dured reverently and submlssively. He
went Into his Inboratory, sought out the
germ that was causing the disense, isolated
and found o way to destroy it. Then he pur-
sued the germ hunt In other directlons.
Yollow fever has lost its terrors because men
of sclence went on o hunt for facts and
found them. We do not flee the plague; we
fight {t. We hdve dlscovered that this Is
. unlverse of matter and that every offect
has o cnuse which can be found If we search
long nand faithfully enough

The human fntellect Is emancipated and
fecls itself free to ronm at will, confldent
of Its ultimate ability to find out all the
soerets of nature, The progress which has
been made in the past fifty years in inven-
tion and digcovery is greater than all that
was achleved before gince the foundation
of the world, But wé have only touched
the fringes of knowledge. There will be
Newtons and Halleys and Pasteurs in the
future whose achlevements will make the
discoveries of Newton look like the con-
centric sphere hypothesis of Ptolemy and
the germ theory of Pasteur seem crude and
primitive.

TRAMPLING THE HYPHEN

HE so-called "Packard anti-hyphen” plan

has recelved Immediate indorsement by
two Important manufacturing firms in this
city, and it Is not unlikely that in the pres-
ent temper of the country the ldea will
spread more widely.

The original ldea is to encourage citizen-
nhip by giving advancement only to citizens
or those who have declared thelr intention
for citizenship. The foreigner who has every
incentive of loyalty yet refuses the defining
symbol of allegiance is put under a proper
ban, and as men are much affscted by their
weekly wage it I certain that citizenwhip
will not be long neglected. But is It whally
desirable that such an additional allurement
be cast over the slmple duty of adhering to
the country which provides wmll that the
native land has refused? And is the disaffec-
tion really so much among nons~citizens as
among thowe who hiave cast off forelgn en-
tanglements?

These questions need not be asked with any
desire to discredit the new fervor of Ameri-
canism, Distaste for the hyphen is a nor-
mal and a desirable thing. Yet Americans
have llyed abroad, prospered there and pe-
turned to this country, and it s in many
ways for the good of the world that they
nhould continua to do so. The attack on non-

For some years she Jived with an
nunt, whoso death finully left her without a
relative in the worlid, But before that time
she attended the Brooklyn Helghts Seml-
nory, now the Facker Institute, She was
about to finish her studies there when the
serles of accldents which resulted In her
long confinement begnn. She wins deseribed
ns a tnll and slender girl, with fresh and
clear complexion, regular and finely chiscled
features and abundant blond hair, So
hard did she study at school—and she was
near the head of her class as graduntion ap-
proached—that her health began to bredk
down and the doctor told her gshe must leave
the geminary and take riding lessons, She
became an accomplished horsewoman.

Thrown From a Horse

One dny o neighbor asked her to try out a
saddle horse that he had just bought for his
daughter, The animal had never been rid.
den by a woman before. The horse bolted.
Molly maintained her seat and escaped in-
jury, hut en another occaslon, when the dur-
ing girl attempted to conquer him, she lost
control and was thrown Into the street.
Two ribs were broken and her eyesight was
affected. A little later—she had just become
engaged to be marrled—she was stepping
from & horse car when her skirt caught on

In one spasm her
right arm was foroed up behind her head, and
it remained in that positlon for nine years.

At timeés she would be unable
to see, hear or speak, and thén the faculties
would return.

These personnditles were manifested from
April 8 1587, n day or two after the Invalid
fell from the bed during one of her spasms,
The folloawing descriptions are token from
Judge Dally's book: Sunbenm was the per-
sonility most frequently encountered. When
dominnted by the ldol personality she would
frequently destroy the work of her hands
done when ruled by Sunbeam. TIdol wrote a
stralght hand, as did Miss Fancher before
her injury. Pearl wrote the same hand, while
Rosebud printed the letters ag would a child,
When Rosebud Mliss Fancher's features be-
came like those of a child. Her volee and ne-
cent were those of a child. Sle would recall
chlldhood scenes and friends, When Pearl
she appeared to be o young lady of 17. Every
word she uttered bespoke the accomplished
and cultured young lady of that age. As
Ruby she would be full of vivacity and dash,
Sho made light of pain. Thia was her bright-
ost mood, A peculinry tralt of hers when dom-
inated by this personality would be her re-
fusn) to talk about herself, Her changes in
personality were not frequent, Yeoars would
go by without the appearnnce of some one of
them. Sunbeam seemed to be the one which
remainegd with her longest:
